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INTENSIVE FARMING; INCREASED DEPOSITS 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


yi ON E will look at a country or locality where there is a rapid in- 

crease in capital, a money-making country or locality, he will find 

that the banks are plethoric with deposits. The reason is not far 

to seek. The newly created capital, or the profits, or the stored 

up labor, the savings of the community and people, have not had time to 

distribute themselves or to find safe and permanent investments. Hence 
they are expressed in credits with the banker. 

These credits will in time distribute themselves, performing perfectly 
their functions, and the deposits, if not kept up from the same source, will, 
inevitably, inversely diminish. This is a natural law of industry. Now that 
the bank has come to be so well understood by the wage earner, the same 
rule applies to his increase. Until it can find its proper expression in some 
tangible form it is expressed in credits at the bank. In the alembic o 
human effort all toil is transformed by the mechanism of the bank and trust 
company into credit and remains so until by another transformation it be- 
comes expressed in goods and property of various kinds. 

If this be true, then it follows that where there is excessive money- 
making there will be excessive deposits. Taking a look at the statements of 

(17) 
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the banks in mining countries, or localities, we find that the law holds true. 
Here there are very large proportions of deposits in comparison to banking 
capital. And in the cities where population is aggregated the proportion of 
deposits to capital is likewise large. 


Various Causes of Increase in Deposits 


It is like the sudden flow of waters in a stream and the damming of 
them by an ice gorge, or by an obstruction of some sort. There is a huge 
volume temporarily in the usual channel. And so with the bank where 
there is rapid moneymaking, as in a mining country. It is the huge flow 
that makes the bank full as the temporary custodian of the whole. 

We turn, then, to the causes of the increase of deposits in banks and we 
find that there are many. Some of them are dangerous to the small bank. 
If there is a sudden town boom it is a very dangerous thing to the small 
bank of the community. It really means the handling of many large de- 
posits that have in them none of the elements of earning. They are often a 
dead weight. The banker cannot predicate any long time investment on 
them. They cost him money. He is afraid to make even temporary loans 
out of them for fear there will be a demand that will cause him inconven- 
ience. So he holds them subject to demand. 


Bank Must Operate at a Profit 


It is necessary to study closely the causes of an increase in deposits 
for this reason. It will not be of interest to the community to have the 
bank handle these deposits with no profit. And the only way for the bank 
to protect itself from the consequences is to know the conditions. The nat- 
ural growth of a community must depend of course on its capacities of soil 
and climate. And the adventitious aids to growth are so many and so un- 
certain that it is impossible to do aught as a banker save to have the requi- 
site knowledge that will always protect the management. The crossing of 
railroads and their coming may make a town into a city. The consensus of 
opinion as to locality with reference to the making of a city may so induce 
manufacture as to make a great banking center. 


The Reclamation of Waste Lands 


We must even look deeper than these adventitious aids in city building 
if we are to discover the permanent causes of increase in bank deposits. 
But as we look at the general growth of the country we find that at the 
present time there is a great movement landward. It makes, perhaps, its 
first impression on us in the many schemes for the reclamation of waste 
lands. This means a system of sure farming in the irrigated sections that 
promises much for the future. A land that cannot have a famine or a crop 
failure is a land for the home-seeker. And such seems to be the future of 
the great plains that are now being irrigated in the West. Again, there is, 
along both the large and the small streams of the country, a movement 
toward draining them that. augurs much increase in future production. For 
these bottom lands are made up of alluvial soils, the detritus of a continent 
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increased with the growth of a rank and decaying vegetation, that will give 
them a fertility that far surpasses that of any other land in the country. 
Here will come, in time not very far distant, an increase in industry and in 
maintenance for the people that will find its way into bank deposits. But of 
course while this will be in some instances rapid, it will also be uncertain. 


Bank Should Keep Step With Progress . 


The bank will always keep step with progress. And yet in many local- 
ities there is no such future. Here the lands are wearing out. In this case 
what of the increase in bank deposits? There is yet a future even here. In- 
dustry will not die and what is now intensive farming will come to the relief 
of the replenishment of capital, and the bank will continue to flourish and 
to be filled with credits that will stand in the relation of money to the com- 
munity. 


The Back to the Soil Movement 


This renewed application of the genius and toil of man to the soil means 
much for the banking business in the near future. Take many of the com- 
munities of the middle west and there seems to be coming a lull in industry 
and enterprise. The average country town does not any longer supply the 
territory about it with supplies as it once did. There is an intercommunica- 
tion with the larger centers and with the manufacturer direct that takes 
away much of the local trade. Moreover the country is being supplied all 
the time. The homes change slowly and there is not that need for lumber 


and hardware that once existed when the country was first being settled up. 
So, too, when the farm becomes self-sustaining there is not that demand 
for supplies that existed in the early days. And so it is that the first flush 
of excess being gone there seems to be almost a diminishing ratio of in- 
crease to be looked for. 


Value of Intensified Farming 


This is to be overcome in a great degree by the trend of population to 
the farm and by the intensive farming that is now becoming the object of 
endeavor. For the man is indeed a benefactor who can make two blades of 
grass to grow where one grew before. And the farmer who by intensifying 
the yield can make the acre more productive will increase the wealth of the 
community. This, of course, under the law of which we have spoken, finds 
its way temporarily into the bank and there swells the deposits until it 
finds an outlet. Not only this but the productive acre will have more to 
exchange locally and there will be a greater use of checks thereby and a 
greater credit accumulation in the bank. So that beyond the natural, though 
slower, increase of the soil, there is to be material benefit in the idea of 
smaller farms and increased production. 

One of the basic outlooks of the banker is in the conditions of industry 
in his immediate locality. There are many sections of the country where 
there is nothing to look forward to but the increase of wealth that comes 
out of the soil. This will make banking always profitable through the use 
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of deposits. But it must be remembered that while there will be an increase 
of deposits there will also be an increase of banks. And where business is 
slow and wealth is accumulating without an outlet there will be a tendency 
to increase banks by investing this product of the soil in bank stocks. So 
that while the future is clear in one direction it is clouded in the other. 


Must Seek Broader Field of Investment 


Again, the banker himself will find the immediate local field is supplied 
with funds to a certain extent outside himself. He will have more deposits 
as time goes on and the rate of business enterprise becomes more settled. 
But he is having in the meantime to pay a rate of interest on a larger pro- 
portion of his deposits. And he must also find a new field of invest- 
ment for deposits. There is therefore between the bank in the far east 
and one in the far west of the country a marked difference of outlook. The 
former is seeking to use that which it has in quantities that sometimes are 
almost burdensome, while the latter is seeking to quicken the industries 
that are tributary that there may be larger deposits and more of industry 
all around. 

In the central west of today there is a condition that may look to both 
sides and learn the lesson of future banking. Here there is the most stable 
outlook of the two for here there is the soil out of which is to come the 
naural increase and out of which by intensive methods is to come a steady 
help. 

Accretion Through Intensive Farming 


With a wealth of untilled soil in the nation it is a problem somewhat 
remote to talk about the sustenance of the population. But at the same time 
there are reasons for intensifying the production of the soil that is already 
under cultivation. It is because of the lines of travel and the great distrib- 
uting centers that have already formed. Not that the lines of travel to the 
outer world are fixed. They are not. The completion of the Panama canal 
will turn the production of the Mississippi valley to the gulf ports and will 
fill the Southland with immigrants and thus increase the local production 
beyond even the dreams of today. And so with the lands along the interior 
rivers, there is to be an increase through farming by improved methods that 
will largely increase the banks’ source of supplies. This because the relation 
of the soil to the city is already a fixed one. 


Part Played by Invention 


Again, keeping in mind this situation there is to be noted the genius of 
invention to aid human labor in this production. Any one of the modern 
exhibitions of farm machinery will strike the banker as little short of mar- 
velous. And every pound of force and every moment of time saved of the 
labor on the farm means increased deposits in the bank. Invention is always 
at work. And the automobile and, shall we not say, the flying machine, are 
to be helpers in reaching markets and thus lessening the space and time be- 
tween the raising of the product and its conversion into some form of tempo- 
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rary capital. The banker will profit by this sooner even than the merchant, 
for he gets the use of the capital in its first form before it seeks other outlets 
and other investments. He uses it first albeit he pays interest for its use. 


Small Banks and Farmers 


It follows from this, and there is ample evidence of the rule, that there 
will be many more small banks than formerly and that they will be owned 
in part, and in large part one may predict, by farmers. If they are not 
managed by men who know nothing of the laws of banking they will prove 
of great benefit to the people. And just here, it may be remarked, parenthe- 
tically, that any banking reform of the future which does not take care of 
the small bank in its credit-making power will not do justice to the system 
under which we are operating and which has brought us thus far on the 
road of accumulation. These small banks will spring out of the village life 
which will be induced by intensive and more diversified farming. They will 
minister to the growing needs of the concentrating population, and they 
will have for their basis perhaps the best foundation for loans to be found 
in the United States, the application of mind to soil. For with the new in- 
vention is to come that closer application of scientific methods to the farm, 
in order that waste of soil may be supplied and that larger increase may 
be had. 


Value of the Small Bank 


The small bank will be a feeder for the large one. And this increase of 
which we write must of course swell the totals of the city bank, and the 
totals of the deposits of the whole of the banking system. Added to this 
there will be a form of deposit by mail which will send the money where it 
will bring the largest returns. Even now there is a bid by far western 
banks for the savings of the older communities by means of the rate of per 
cent which is having an appreciable effect. In the west the money is 
scarce and the deposits not enough to supply the credits needed, and there- 
fore the rate of loans will justify a payment for time deposits that is 
drawing the money. 


More Exchange and Larger Use of Checks 


In the immediate vicinity of the present-day country bank regardless 
of its size, where it is established in a farming or agricultural community, 
there is to be noticed an increased use of the check. This, to some extent, is 
a matter of education. And is to grow largely in the future. If the banker 
will but strive to educate his customers on the use of the check he will in- 
crease his deposits thereby and he will strengthen his bank at the same 
time. Meanwhile he is adding to the convenience of his customer and to 
the volume of trade. 

By means of this increased production of a given area of soil of which 
we speak there is to come a marked increase on local trade. Men will pay 
their balances by means of the check because of its convenience. And they 
will have such a great variety to exchange that there will be among them- 
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selves a trade that will make the check come into a use that is not now 
contemplated. Indeed it is possible, almost, in a community like we are 
describing, to do away with the use of money. And as the bank deposit is 
always ninety to ninety-five per cent credits, the bank will gain by the 
operation. 


Another Source of Growth of Deposits 


So that we have here in the mere making of credit and in the mechanism 
of the bank and its operation an increase of deposits that is not now thought 
of. With every increase of deposits there is an increase of opportunity for 
increase of loans and whether the loan be foreign or local there will be a 
commensurate return. The rising life that will follow will be of benefit to 
the merchants of the vicinity, and to the greater trading houses of the large 
cities and here will be another increase in deposits that will make for the 
benefit of the banker. 


Consequent Dissemination of Credits 


If there is to be an increase after the methods which we have described, 
there is yet another way in which the banker’s deposits are to increase, and 
this is through the dissemination of credits. There can be no nucleus for 
the manufacture of credit such as the small country or farmer’s bank, such 
as we have described, save there be a dissemination of eredit. Not alone 
will the small bank have a part of its deposits on deposit with the corres- 
pondent in the city, not only will there be a use of exchange to remoter 
parts of the country through the increasing intercommunication, but there 
will be a sending of the credit or money strength of the community, the 
stored-up labor and capital of the community, over the wide earth in search 
of that which will grow and increase when it is bought and brought back. 
This is witnessed in every purchase of a new plant or grain, or a new breed 
of stock, or a new machine, and it will be witnessed more and more in the 
purchase of interest-bearing securities from other localities where the rates 
are higher. Ina word, the farmer will become the bond buyer of the future. 


Relationship of Banker and Farmer 


The banker at this point, in his capacity of financial adviser, and per- 
haps of dealer in credits, will become the natural agent of the farmer, and 
we may expect to see the buying and selling of prime securities by the 
banker one of the features of country banking in the future. If there were 
no other reason than the establishment of the small trust company in the 
country town this would be true. For the bank is to change its form in some 
extent under the competition of the trust company. And in the case of this 
increase of local deposits this form of trade will grow. Thus, through the 
smaller channels, the larger streams of credit are fed. And the bank profits 
thereby. 

It follows from this prognostication that the future of banking is to be 
safe and sound as well as to hold its own with the increasing volume of all 
business. That form of credit which is based on endeavor, such as we have 
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described, can have in it only the best. The mere saving of the crop from 
the incidents of weather as is the case in the irrigated lands, and also in the 
swamp lands which are in a measure irrigated by the system of redemp- 
tion, means that there is to be added a stable element to production that will 
steady the whole structure of credit in the banking world. So too will the 
scientific use of the soil make the crop more certain. 


Small Bank Credit Methods 


If one will but contrast the loans of these little banks with the personal 
or mercantile loans of the large banks one will see that here there is the 
very perfection of credit making. Not that there are not ample means of 
protection within the hands of the larger banker. He has his rules and 
they are sufficient, but where there is a closeness to the soil, there is a cer- 
tainty that overcomes many of the rules and lies really outside the manage- 
ment itself. And what is here for the benefit of the bank, adds strength to 
the great institution in the great center because of the stream of fresh and 
untainted credit which is thus poured into the larger receptacle. 


Banking Builded on Rock of Human Effort 


These considerations may be of interest to the banker who studies the 
outlook and the channels of banking endeavor, for they may suggest to him 
matters connected with his rate of interest and his capital stock and may 
make him observant of that portion of the community which it is always 
worth while to cultivate. Banking is builded on the rock of human effort 
and human honesty and cannot fail.

WHAT BECOMES OF THE WORLD’S GOLD?

QUESTION frequently put to us is ‘‘ What becomes of all the 

gold which is being produced all over the world?’’ The produc- 

tion is increasing most rapidly. It is now between 90 and 100 

millions sterling annually, and yet every autumn there is a 
scramble for the metal which compels the central banks to put up their rates 
of discount and sometimes bears very hardly upon trade. Indeed, quite 
recently the Bank of England, before it was able to replenish its reserve, 
had to put up its rate of discount to a figure which seriously discomposed , 
the whole business of the community. Furthermore, there is no great in- 
crease in the metallic reserves of the Bank of England, the Reichsbank and 
so on. What, then, becomes of the enormously increasing production? 


Production and Gold Holdings 


We propose to show, as the first part of the reply, what were, compared 
with ten years ago, the gold holdings on the last day of the year just ended of 
all the central banks of the world, and of such treasuries as act as central 
banks. In a later issue we shall show in more or less detail how the 
remainder of the world’s production is accounted for. The Director of the 
United States Mint, who is in the habit of giving the total world’s produc- 
tion of gold annually, obtaining the statistics, through the medium of his 
own Government, from all the other governments, reports the production 
for the eight years ended with 1908 to have amounted to £574,013,440. No 
other authority carries down the information to a later date. Consequently, 
we can only estimate the production for the two following years. For 
South Africa, Rhodesia, West Africa, Egypt, Australasia, India, the Malay 
States, the United States, Canada and Mexico, we have the information, and 
our estimates, therefore, are only for the countries of smaller production. 
As far as it is possible to arrive at the facts, bearing in mind that for 1909 
and for 1910 the production is only estimated, the total outturn for all the 
world for the ten years ended with December last was £758,213,440. For 
1910 the estimate is necessarily less close than for 1909, ‘because the sta- 
tistics are not published for most countries. We have, however, the figures 
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both for Africa and for Australasia even for the past year. We find that 
the gold production of South Africa, Rhodesia and West Africa during the 
past year amounted to £35,373,000, an increase of £867,000, or 2.5 per cent 
over the year before; while the production of the metal in Australia 
amounted to £13,548,000, a falling off of £1,039,000, or 7.7 per cent. We 
seem, therefore, justified in assuming that, taking the whole world together, 
the production was about the same in 1910 as in the preceding year. On 
that assumption the total production of the world during the ten years 
ended with December last amounted to £758,213,440. 


How The Gold Is Distributed 


Accompanying this we give a table setting out the gold holdings in the 
central banks of the world, and in the treasuries which act as central banks, 
both at the end of 1900 and the end of 1910.

It will be observed that in the ten years the increase shown above in 
the holdings of the central banks and the treasuries that act as banks 
amounted to £387,082,000, or 77.5 per cent.

It will further be noted that 
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these increased holdings amounted to 51 per cent of the total production of 
the world in the same ten years. Lastly, it will not escape the notice of our 
readers that the increase has been mainly in the United States, Russia, 
France, Argentina, Brazil and Italy. There has been a considerable in- 
crease in other countries, such as Japan, Austria-Hungary, Turkey and 
Roumania. 


American Lawmaking Criticised 


But, in the first place, these latter are small in themselves though they 
are large in proportion to what the holdings were at the beginning of the 
ten years; and, in the second place, they affected the world’s money markets 
only temporarily, nor are they likely to affect them much in the early 
future. It is different with the other great countries. The United States 
Treasury holds, it will be seen, very nearly 23314 millions sterling. 
Obviously this is to a large extent sheer waste, due partly to the con- 
stitutional system of the United States, and partly to the vagaries of an 
uninstructed public opinion. The great civil war compelled the United 
States Government to isue paper money on a great scale. The issue was 
justified by the event, and the service rendered thereby to the Union has so 
endeared ‘‘greenbacks’’ to the people generally that even to-day a very 
large part of the issue is in existence. Furthermore, the notion that the 
country could be made prosperous by the coinage of silver and the issue of 


inconvertible paper seized hold of the imagination of the American people, 
and led them to buy silver on an enormous scale and to issue silver certifi- 
cates when the public refused to accept silver coins. 


Administrative Officials Have No Part In Making Laws 


It will be borne in mind that the Constitution of the United States 
excludes the ministers from Congress, while the President himself commun- 
icates with Congress only by written messages; which in effect means that 
the great officers of state who carry on the administration of the country 
are refused all effective part in the making of the laws. In other words, the 
really responsible persons who have to administer the laws have little or no 
voice in making them, while people who have no responsibility in regard to 
the administration of the laws have practically almost sole power in making 
them. Of course, historically, this curious state of things is easily expli- 
cable. But the fact remains that the laws are made by persons administra- 
tively ignorant and are administered by persons largely without legislative 
power. It is not odd, then, that grave mistakes hav been made. Indeed, 
the real cause for surprise is that the mistakes made are so few. The result, 
however, is that the Treasury of the United States has to keep an immense 
mass of gold so as to maintain the ‘‘greenbacks’’ and the silver certificates 
at their legal parity, with the final consequence that the Treasury of the 
United States has become the holder of the ultimate banking reserve of the 
Union. 
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The panic of 1907, following so many other panies and disasters, at last 
convineed American public opinion that the present banking and currency 
system is mischievous in the extreme, and a Congressional commission was 
appointed to report upon it and to recommend reforms. The commission 
has been hard at work ever since, but it has not yet reported. Therefore, 
the United States continues to keep an exorbitant amount of gold, to the 
injury of its own business and to the serious inconvenience of all the rest of 
the world. The recent elections have given a majority in the House of Rep- 
resentatives to the Democratic party. It is doubtful, therefore, how the 
new majority will regard the report of a commission appointed by a 
Republican Congress. 


Holdings of Three American Countries 


But if the report is convincing, and if the new majority is really 
patriotic, we may hope that there will be a real reform, in which case it will 
be possible to reduce enormously the mass of gold now held by the United 
States Treasury. In addition to what is held by the Treasury, the National 
banks held somewhat less than 30 millions sterling. Together, therefore, 
the Treasury and the National banks alone held rather more than 26314 
millions sterling in gold. It is manifest that with a good banking and 
currency system a very large part of that gold could be dispensed with. 
But whether the new Congress will act remains to be seen. 

The United States Treasury and the National banks hold about as much 
gold as the Bank of France and the Imperial Bank of Russia put together; 
or, to put the matter in another way, the United States holds almost as 
much as the Bank of France, the Bank of England, the Imperial Bank of 
Germany, the Austro-Hungarian Bank, and the Bank of Spain all added 
together. It would be easy to add to these illustrations. But we have said 
enough to show how urgently is needed a reform in the American banking 
and currency systems. 

It will be more instructive to point out that while the United States 
Treasury and the national banks together increased their holdings of gold 
during the ten years by £140,593,000, or 114.7 per cent, or, to put the matter 
a little differently, appropriated 18.5 per cent of the total world’s produc- 
tion of the metal during the ten years, there has also been within the period 
an increase of £30,761,000, or 488.3 per cent, in the gold held by the Caja de 
Conversion in Argentina, and of £19,000,000 in the Caja de Conversion in 
Brazil. 


Lock Up One-Fourth of Gold Output 


It follows that the United States, Argentina and Brazil increased 
their holdings of gold in the ten years by £190,354,000, which is 25.1 per cent 
of the world’s production of the metal within the period. Three American 
countries, that is to say, have taken during the ten years and locked up a 
quarter of the world’s gold production. The Caja was established in 
Argentina before the ten years began, the object being to accumulate gold 
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enough to keep the dollar at the artificial value attached to it by act of 
Congress until the time comes when the country will be in a position to 
resume specie payments; in other words, until the gold accumulated is suf- 
ficient to carry out resumption and the condition of the country is so 
satisfactory that there will be reasonable grounds for believing that resump- 
tion can be maintained. The Caja de Conversion was established in Brazil 
only a couple of years ago. Our readers will remember that Brazil has made 
great progress recently, mainly because of the great demand for rubber that 
has sprung up; partly, also, because of the increased demand for coffee, and 
partly in consequence of the increased production of gold. Just at the 
critical moment the Caja was established, and in about two short years the 
country has been able to accumulate in round figures 19 millions sterling in 
gold. Originally the accumulation was not to exceed 20 millions sterling. 
Recently it has been decided to increase the limit to 60 millions sterling. 
Assuming that Brazil continues to progress as she has recently done it may 
safely be concluded that she will go on adding to her stock of the metal, 
and it is even possible, if she is highly favored, that she may accumulate in 
the course of time as much more as 40 millions sterling. 


Refers to Europe’s Great Banks 


To wind up all that we have been saying, we would call the attention 
of our readers to the fact that, excepting France, the European countries of 
the highest credit, the largest trade and the simplest monetary systems have 
added but little to their gold holdings. The increase in the case of the Bank 
of England is less than three millions sterling; the increase in the case of 
the Reichsbank is under nine millions sterling; and yet nobody will dispute 
the economic progress that has been made both by the United Kingdom and 
by Germany. On the other hand, the United States has added over 140% 
millions sterling to its gold holdings, partly, no doubt, because of the vast 
growth of the population, wealth and trade of the country, but mainly be- 
cause of the mistaken legislation of Congress in the past. In the cases of 
Argentina and Brazil the increases are due simply to preparation for 
resumption of specie payments. A similar explanation offers itself in the 
ease of Italy, where the increase in the gold held is over 26 millions sterling. 

Twenty years ago, it will be recollected, the State, the municipalities 
and the banks were in exceedingly low water. Indeed, very many of the 
municipalities were unable to meet their engagements, and the banks had 
to be assisted by the Government. Matters have improved immensely since, 
and for some years now the Italian exchange has stood above par. Austria- 
Hungary also has resumed specie payments, and the increase of nearly 1614 
millions sterling testifies to the care with which she is strengthening her 
position. 

In the last place, we would point out that Japan, determined to be the 
equal of the great powers of the world in all respects, long ago exchanged 
the silver for the gold standard of value, and ever since has been steadily 
working to make safe the foundations of the new system. 








BANK RESERVES NEEDED FOR PANICS

AA NICS did not first appear in modern times, for as early as 1662 

Sir William Petty, an English statistician and political econo- 

mist, speaking of the part of the product which should be 

granted as rental of land, says: ‘‘The medium (meaning aver- 

age) of seven years, or rather of as many years as make up the cycle within 

which dearths and plenties make their revolution, doth give the ordinary 

rent of land in corm.’’ His reference to ‘‘cycles of dearths and plenties’’ 
shows a knowledge of their recurrence. 

It is recognized in this day that panics are generally followed by 
periods of depression and that these occurrences take place with somewhat 
of similar frequency as to their intervals. The regularity of their return is 
most noticeable in the older settled countries, and their broken periodicity 
in newer countries like the United States, where development of new fields 
of enterprise seldom slackens before excess is reached. 


Get Preliminary Warning Early 


One warning for a considerable time in advance is an increase of rates 
for money and a decrease in reserves in the great cities of the world, com- 
ing at a time of general overtrading. Another is the early drop in market 
value of securities at such a time, they being quickly affected by money 
market conditions. The crisis of the panic of 1873, which started with the 
failure of Jay Cooke & Co., is said to have lasted six weeks and two days, 
and then came the long time of business and industrial depression lasting in 
this region until 1880. ; 

Panic Period Is Usually Brief 


Experience has shown that the intensity of a panic does not last over 
60 to 90 days at the most. With some disturbances between, there came in 
1893 another panic with the usual unsettling of values, and then in 1907 the 
panic which is freshest in the minds of all of us. A country not experiencing 
such disturbances is not for that reason to be a subject of congratulation, 
for it is the stirring nations that are full of development and enterprises 
that are most likely to have them with frequency. Let us remember that

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panics come not in dull times, but when business is still on the crest of the 
wave, and are always preceded by a period of great activity, when from 
increased business in old activities and additions to plants and the erection 
of many new ones, and by private and public extravagance, floating capital 
becomes to a great extent invested in permanent form. When bank clear- 
ings are largest and business is booming, one who has not taken a far look 
ahead is likely to be as was the Western man who went out for a sail with 
a friend. They went along very nicely until a change of wind caused the 
sail to shift position and the owner to call to the visitor to look out, but he 
was not quick enough and was knocked overboard. After he was fished out 
of the water he asked what it was that hit him, and on being told that it 
was the pole in the bottom part of the sail and was called the boom, he said 
he knew what a boom was, for he lived in Kansas City, where they had real 
estate speculation and he had been overboard before. 


Floating Capital Is Tied Up 


During a panic there is not floating capital enough, but when the 
depression follows business slackens its speed and calls for the use of less 
credit, and there come consequently lower rates of interest for a time. 
Different reasons are given by students of finance for the recurrence of 
panies or crises, but the most reasonable ones seem to be the overuse or too 
great extension of credit, the doing of too much business for the capital 
invested, overproduction, speculation and the exploitation of an undue 
amount of new enterprises, in many of which capital is sunk. Lack of con- 
fidence follows, which becomes evident by the occurrence of a large failure 
or the exposure of great frauds at such a time. But these will not bring a 
crisis unless unsound conditions previously exist. When we consider that 
over 90 per cent of business is done on faith and not on coin payments we 
see what a serious blow then comes to business and industrial interests. 
Unfortunately, in times of excessive business there is too much confidence 
and in times of financial disturbances there is too little. Confidence should 
be built on solid foundations and not on optimism. 


A Recent Illustration of Over Confidence 


A recent illustration of too much confidence is the case of a large, 
prominent house, whose annual statements have shown for some years that 
they were doing too much business for their capital, but they sought to do 
more, and last fall over-bought cotton goods for which the sale at present 
is slow. The result is creditors’ meetings to effect reorganization. 

Bankers have to meet eriticisms both ways—for loaning too freely 
before a panic and for conservatism in not loaning freely enough. The 
banker should try to have the public feel in a crisis that though money is 
not plentiful, yet it can be obtained for all reasonable needs. It should be 
remembered that bankers but deal with conditions as they have them thrust 
upon them. They are expected not only to furnish capital for conducting 
the general volume of business, but also for new enterprises and extensions 
of business. 








BANK RESERVES NEEDED FOR PANICS 


And now after having given some thought to panies and realizing their 
undesirability, let us see what can be done to meet them. 

We are reminded of the young clergyman who preached his first ser- 
mon from the text, ‘‘How Shall We Escape if We Neglect So Great Salva- 
tion?’’ In telling an older preacher about it he said: ‘‘I divided my 
subject into two heads. First, I told them of the greatness of salvation.”’ 
‘‘That was very good,’’ said the older minister. ‘‘Then what did you do?”’ 
‘Oh, then I tried to tell them how to escape if they neglected it.’’ We will 
not attempt to show a remedy for neglect, but rather let us see what prep- 
aration can be made in advance through the medium of reserves. 


Reserves Are Essential Everywhere 


What are reserves? In all positions in life he best succeeds who 
has something in reserve. A person undertaking manual labor needs more 
strength than just that supposed to be required for the job in order to take 
eare of the unexpected. This was recognized many centuries ago by the 
prophet Jeremiah, when he referred to the custom of men running with 
messages, and by the side of the chariots, and by the side of those mounted 
on horses. He said: ‘‘If thou hast run with the footmen and they have 
wearied thee, then how canst thou contend with horses, and if in the land of 
peace, wherein thou trustedst, they wearied thee, then how wilt thou do in 
the swelling of Jordan?’’ In other words, if the usual takes all one’s 
strength, and therefore wearies him, what will he do when the unusual 
comes? The fact is, there must be a reserve for it or one will be like the 
steamboat on the Illinois River about which Abraham Lincoln said that its 
boiler was so small that when it blew the whistle it had to stop the paddle 
wheels. 


Danger of Using Up All Reserves 


A man in business with his credit all in use and none of it reserve, 
might well be considered to be in as extended a condition as a man driving 
over a corduroy road and with one arm reaching behind leading another 
horse by a halter, the strap of which has slipped through his fingers until 
he holds it only by a knot in the end. Imagine his uncomfortable position. 


Banks Need Reserves; Law Compels Them 


Banks need reserves. The law recognizes this, and hence the State of 
Pennsylvania and the United States Government fix certain percentages for 
reserves, based on the deposits of banking institutions to which they have 
granted charters. Such reserves are regarded as the minimum amount that 
is essential, and most banks average more. The required or legal reserve is 
a proper reserve when financial conditions are normal, but conditions do not 
always remain so, and therefore bankers must make additional provision. 
I heard one remark in 1905 that we would have no more panies because our 
country was older and business interests were larger and stronger, but 
nevertheless the panic of 1907 came. Isaiah mentioned those who say ‘‘and 
to-morrow shall be as this day, and much more abundant.’’ Panies will 
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come from over-trading and over-investment of liquid wealth in that which 
is in permanent form. Stringencies will come from various reasons, and the 
prudent banker will see that his institution has a secondary reserve in the 
character of its investments. 


More Concerned About Investments Than Currency 


We hear of a great deal of anxiety regarding the currency questions of 
our country, but I am more concerned that bank investments shall be flex- 
ible than that the currency shall possess more of that quality. It is desirable 
that a bank’s deposits be paid when called for, but if there is a large 
demand for them and they are all invested in slow assets, the situation may 
become embarrassing. 


Where the Call Loans Is a Big Factor 


In the great cities much dependence is placed on call loans as collateral, 
and the one who makes the earliest diagnosis of the situation and calls such 
loans first is better ready for a panic than his slower neighbors. In the 
country some banks under State charter have depended on mortgages that 
are past due, thinking they can collect some of them at such a time. 
National banks, however, cannot invest in mortgages. Others have thought 
municipal bonds desirable as a quick asset and as being subject to the least 
fluctuation in panicky times. Many others have made large investments in 
carefully selected railroad bonds which are listed on the exchanges of New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston or Chicago. 


When Commercial Paper Plays a Part 


Others buy the notes of wholesale merchants and manufacturers from 
reliable note brokers, depending on their being paid when due, and thus 
furnishing the bank with funds. There is a variety of tastes, and each 
banker should decide what form of investment will best fulfill the purposes 
desired and then see that the institution he serves puts a reasonable amount 
of funds in them. My own idea is that notes of out-of-town wholesalers and 
manufacturers selected with care make the happiest situation for the bank 
that owns them in a panic.

BIG FACTOR IN INTERNATIONAL FINANCE 


M. Pallam, Governor of the Bank of France, in an Interview Prepared 
for the National Monetary Commission, Tells of the 
International Dealings of That Institution 


aN VIEW of the activity that Paris has recently been showing 

“4| in relieving the monetary strain, not only in London, but in New 

York as well, the following interview with M. Pallam, governor 

of the Bank of France, prepared for the National Monetary 

Commission, will be found of interest. The interview, it will be observed, 
takes the formal form of prepared question and answer: 

What measures are taken by the Bank of France if it wishes to increase 
its stock of gold or to stimulate the importation of gold? A.—The impor- 
tation of gold does not need to be stimulated in France. It takes place 
naturally under the influence of the position of a creditor which France 
always holds toward the principal foreign markets. Certain intermediaries 
have sometimes asked us to facilitate their operations of arbitrage in 
precious metals by advancing money without interest for the time required 
in transportation. We have done so several times by crediting the import- 
ers from the day of shipment, but this operation, which has its limits in its 
own conditions, cannot be considered as a premium for importation. Such 
premiums, we repeat, would be useless, in consideration of the current 
importation which normally overabundantly supplies the French market. 


Attitude Toward Gold Imports 


It is customary elsewhere to advance money without interest to import- 
ers of gold for the time that it takes in transportation, say, for instance, 
from New York or Australia, the time required may reach fifty days; I 
understand that you adopt the same policy? A.—It is a question of degree, 
and we would point out this difference that inasmuch as our most distant 
arrivals come from New York, the time of shipment can never be nearly so 
long. However, these facilities are only granted in periods of complete 
prostration of exchange. During all the period of the American crisis the 
bank carefully abstained from granting them. I personally would have 
thought it a discourteous act to facilitate, during a difficult period, opera- 
tions which might increase the difficulties of the American market. 

Do you rely upon raising the rate of discount to stimulate the importa- 
tion and to prevent the exportation of gold? A.—It is a principle 
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consecrated by experience that the supreme means of defense for an issue 
bank, to protect its metallic reserve, is to raise the rate of discount, and we 
never lose sight of this principle. However, the extent of our reserves 
allows us to contemplate without emotion important variations of our 
metallic stock, and we only exceptionally have recourse to a measure which 
is always painful for commerce and industry. The stability and the mod- 
eration of the rate of discount are considered as precious advantages, which 
the French market owes to the organization and traditional conduct of the 
Bank of France. 


Stability of the French Rate 


Would you like to express an opinion as to why the Bank of France is 
able to hold its gold with a bank rate of 4 per cent when the rates else- 
where are higher? A.—The causes of this phenomenon are multiple. 
Theory teaches us that capital goes where it can obtain the highest remun- 
eration, but in considering this remunération account must be taken of risks; 
these are numerous and of different kinds; I mean, of course, commercial 
risks; risk of losing on exchange when the capital is brought back, etc. 
This at once explains why it is possible in France to maintain a rate of dis- 
count lower than elsewhere. French capitalists might fear, perhaps, that 
the higher interest obtainable outside might be offset, or more than offset, 
by the risks incurred. Account must be taken, secondly, of the situation 
always held by France as a creditor nation, which I have already men- 
tioned, and which by the constant income of capital which it assures to us 
certainly contributes to counterbalance the current of exportation which 
might result from the lowering of the rate of discount. 


Balance of Payment Favorable 


You believe that the balance of payments in the world is in favor of 
France? A.—The purely commercial balance is not always in our favor, 
but the balance of payments most certainly is. 

In order to discourage the exportation of gold does the Bank of France 
sometimes exercise the right it possesses to refuse payment in gold and to 
offer to pay its notes in silver? A.—The Bank of France cannot, of course, 
renounce its right to redeem its notes in gold or in silver, since gold pieces 
and silver coins of five franes are equally legal tender in France. But it 
only uses this right with discretion and to the extent that it appears neces- 
sary in order to prevent an unjustifiable weakening of its reserves. In no 
ease, however, whatever may have been said, have we ever charged any 
premium on French gold in redemption of notes. 


Never Purchases Bills in Market 


Does the Bank of France sometimes take steps to maintain the bank 
rate by the purchase of bills in the market or otherwise? A.—No, never. 
Such measures would appear to us to be absolutely contrary to-the mission 
of the bank, which is to moderate, as much as possible, the conditions of 
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credit. The accomplishment of what it considers as its own particular task 
would appear to it incomparably more desirable than the profits which it 
might obtain by measures such as those to which you allude. 


Carefully Guards Its Reputation 

The tradition and reputation of the Bank of France make it important 
that it should hold a larger reserve than any other bank in the world? 
A.—It is true that France keeps locked up in its bank a proportionately 
larger amount of specie than any other country, but this policy is not with- 
out important compensations. Suppose the French public, changing its 
mind, should reduce by one-half its monetary reserve of which the bank is 
the guardian. It would gain thereafter the interest on perhaps two 
milliards of franes released and which would have become productive— 
that is to say, a saving of from 80 to 100 millions of francs per year at the 
maximum—but if one reflects that it would lose the advantage of the 
reduced rates of discount which the extent and character of our reserves 
enable us to maintain and from which all French production profits; that 
it would lose, in addition, the sentiment of absolute security, of complete 
financial independence, which every crisis has strengthened, one would be 
less tempted to conclude—with certain critics—that the policy of maintain- 
ing heavy reserves, the natural expression of the country’s instincts, is an 
unwise policy from an economic and practical standpoint. 

You have, I believe, no requirement of law by which the Bank of 
France is obliged to purchase gold at a certain fixed price? A.—The bank 


buys gold according to the tariff of the Mint, but it is not obliged to do so. 
Bank Is Customer of Mint 


Is the Bank of France, so to speak, an agent of the French Mint to 
purchase gold and put it in circulation? A.—The Bank of France is more 
a customer, we may even say the principal costomer, of the Mint. Private 
individuals, instead of having their money coined for themselves, find it 
more advantageous to sell their ingots to the bank, which has them coined 
when needed. 

Have you ever made any estimate of the amount of specie in France? 
A.—No statistics have been made on this special point, but every five years 
a census is made of the currency at a given date in the State depositories, 
in the Bank of France and in all the large credit banks. This inquiry 
allows one to form an idea of the proportion existing between the different 
instruments of payment circulating in France, and one is able, by the 
ingenious use of statistics, to deduce an approximate estimate of the French 
monetary supply. It is generally estimated that the amount of gold in 
France is from five to six milliards of franes (1,000 to 1,200 million dollars), 
an amount considerably smaller than that which is generally attributed to 
the United States. The Bank of France holds 3,225,000,000 franes and the 
remainder is in the pockets of the people. 

How is your note issue limited? A.—The maximum note issue at 
present authorized is 5,800,000,000 frances. The actual note issue on August 
24 was 4,600,000,000 francs. 
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What effect does a marked increase in the commercial or industrial 
activity of France have on the note issue? A.—The commercial develop- 
ment of France is accompanied by monetary needs which grow in propor- 
tion, which explains that the note issue has risen unceasingly through all 
the fluctuations of these last fifty years. In 1897, when the privilege of the 
Bank of France was last renewed, the limit of issue was fixed at 5 milliards 
of francs. Two years ago it was necessary to increase it to 5,800 millions, 
but the increase has been accompanied by an equal increase in the metallic 
reserve of the bank, and is not reflected in any increase in productive opera- 
tions, so that the increase instead of being an additional source of profit 
has imposed an appreciable expense upon the bank. The needs which exer- 
cise a permanent influence for a long period are more monetary needs, due 
to the general development of commerce, rather than needs of credit due to 
passing fluctuations of its activity. 


Regulates Notes By Business Demand 


In other words, the bank seeks to regulate the amount of its issue by 
the demands of business. A.—By virtue of the statutory machinery, the 
emissions of the bank are essentially variable and are commanded precisely 
by the discount or loan operations. It is therefore the bills presented for 
discount and the requests for loans—that is to say, the requirements of busi- 
ness—which fix the amount of the issue.

SEGREGATION OF SAVING DEPOSITS

| pers indorsed and commended the adoption of laws in the 

| various States to protect savings. Some of our ablest bankers ap- 

© prove this plan, which is intended to operate for the protection of 

savings deposits, while others ‘‘view with alarm’’ and declare those espous- 

ing this idea are ‘‘simple minded’’ and ‘‘objects of pity’’ rather than of 
serious consideration. 

The charge is made that we ‘‘theorists’’ have not taken the trouble to 

analyze the proposition and do not understand the dire results that must 
inevitably follow the adoption of this plan, and thus make ‘‘modern bank- 
ing impossible.’’ In this connection I wish to caution you not to confuse 
this last objection to the plan with the thought of ‘‘high finance.’’ Per- 
haps we are much deluded, but ‘‘where ignorance is bliss, ’tis folly to be 
wise.”’ 

Advocates of this reform have been designated as ‘‘genial destroyers’’ 
for suggesting this ‘‘nefarious plan’’ to regulate the investment of trust 
funds in our banks. 

The objections which have been urged against the segregation of sav- 
ings deposit plan are: 

First—That it makes the savings depositor a preferred creditor of the 
bank in case of insolvency. 

Second—That the term ‘‘savings deposits’’ cannot be defined. 

Third—That it would tend to force the active or commercial depositor 
to transfer his account to a bank not under its operation. 

Fourth—That there would not be sufficient available funds with which 
to negotiate loans on business paper outside of that required to be invested 
in bonds, mortgages and like securities. 

Fifth—That while the figures in the aggregate may show more than a 
sufficient amount invested in the required manner, the bulk of such invest- 
ments is held by banks in certain localities. 

With reference to the objection that the savings depositors are made 
preferred creditors in case of insolvency: 

Since savings banks may require depositors to give notice of the with- 
drawal of their deposits, it must be apparent that it is of the utmost im-

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portance to them to have the assets purchased with their funds set aside to 
meet their demands, for otherwise, it is clear, they might be required to 
await the depletion of the bank’s desirable assets on account of the demands 
of commercial depositors. Every superintendent and commissioner present 
is familiar with an occurrence of this kind in the State of Texas, which gave 
rise to the passage of a law in that State requiring the segregation of sav- 
ings deposits from commercial deposits. The defenseless position of the 
sayings depositors so apparent seems to make imperative the necessity of 
such a law in those States at least where banks are permitted to transact 
both a commercial and savings business. Common honesty demands such 
protection to those whose claims for repayment may be deferred by the 
bank. Such a law surely does not make depositors of this class ‘‘ preferred 
ereditors,’’ since all of the assets acquired by the commercial department of 
the bank, plus its capital and surplus, may be applied in satisfaction of de- 
mand claims. -Instead of making the savings depositor a preferred creditor, 
it simply prevents preference to commercial depositors, requiring each class 
to stand on its own assets and without preference to either. 


Answers Another Objection 


With reference to the objection that the term ‘‘savings deposits’’ can 
not be defined: 

The opponents of the plan of segregation of deposits have criticised 
its advocates on the weakness of their definition of what constitutes ‘*sav- 
ings deposits’’ and declare that the definition given by:the committee on 
law of the savings bank section of the American Bankers’ Association is of 
no force, and intimate that under such a definition the object and purpose 
of the law would be easily evaded by the banks themselves. They place the 
banker in the light of taking advantage of the credulity and ignorance of 
the depositor. This implication of a studied evasion of the law on the part 
of bankers is surely without force since bankers, like all other individuals, 
must at least be given credit for being law-abiding citizens. 


Refers to Michigan Statistics 


I beg to refer to the statistics of my own State (Michigan), since with 
those I am more familiar. That this objection does not hold good in my 
State is conclusively shown by the abstract of the last reports of Michigan 
State banks, which exhibits an increase for twelve months in commecial 
deposits of nearly $15,000,000, while the gain in savings deposits was, in 
fact, somewhat less than that amount. 

Since 1893 Michigan has had a statute requiring the separation of 
the assets of the commercial and savings departments of our banks author- 
ized to transact both classes of business. That it did not prove unsatisfac- 
tory tc either the banker or depositor is evident from the fact that in the 
last session of the legislature (1909), the Michigan Bankers’ Association 
joined with the Banking Department and urged the adoption of an amend- 
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ment to this statute providing for a specific penalty for non-compliance. It 
must, therefore, be apparent that this objection at least has not been expe- 
rienced in the State of Michigan. 


How Michigan Restricts Investments 


Perhaps in this connection it should be stated how Michigan savings 
banks are required to invest their deposits. The law fixes the reserve to be 
maintained, and details how the remainder of the savings deposits shall be 
invested, which, for convenience, may be stated as follows: 

After deducting the reserve—15 per cent—three-fifths of the remaining 
savings deposits—51 per cent—-shall be invested as follows: 

1.' In notes secured by first mortgage on property worth double the 
value of the loan. 

2. Bonds of the United States. 

3. Bonds of any city, county, township or village in the United States. 

4. Bonds of steam railroad corporations (subject to certain restric- 
tions). 

5. Street railway, steamship, gas and electric light and power bonds, 
under certain restrictions and providing they are approved by the Securities 
Commission, consisting of the State Treasurer, Attorney General and Com- 
missioner of Banking. 

6. Or may loan same on negotiable paper secured by above classes of 
security. 


7. The balance of such savings deposits, 34 per cent, may be invested 
in collateral loans with collateral of known marketable value, worth 10 per 
cent more than face of loan, or a portion of this balance (not exceeding cap- 
ital and additional stockholders’ liability) may be invested in negotiable 
paper approved by directors. 


Discusses Limitation on Loanable Funds 


With reference to the objection that there would not be sufficient avail- 
able funds with which to negotiate loans on business paper outside of that 
required to be invested in bonds, mortgages and like securities: 

This objection is equally unfounded, so far, at least, as Michigan is 
concerned, and the States which have a similar investment law. It does not 
operate to the disadvantage of commercial or trade operations by reason 
of insufficient funds for those purposes, as is clearly shown by the statistics 
of my own State. As before stated, 34 per cent of the savings deposits may 
be invested in collateral loans, with collateral of known marketable value 
worth 10 per cent more than the face of the loan, besides a portion of this 
34 per cent, not exceeding the e¢apital and additional stockholders’ liability 
(which is double the amount of the stock held), may be invested in nego- 
tiable paper approved by the directors. 

Based on savings deposits of nearly $160,000,000, the Michigan law 
requires mortgage and bond investments of at least $78,300,000 in addition 
to maintaining the necessary legal reserve. The reports of our banks in 
pursuance of the call of March 29, 1910, show that the mortgage and bond 
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investments in Michigan State banks exceed the required amount by 
$21,650,000, and that but $34,300,000 is invested in commercial or business 
paper, notwithstanding the fact that the law would permit an investment 
of savings deposits in this class of paper to the extent of $55,000,000. 


Effect of Michigan Law 


Let us see the effect of applying the provisions of the Michigan law to 
the United States as a whole. The total savings deposits of all national, 
State, stock savings banks and loan and trust companies represents an 
aggregate of $2,137,000,000. It is contended by those who are in opposition 
to the segregation plan that the courts would go so far, in interpreting 
what constitutes a savings deposit, as to say that all time deposits, with 
interest payable at stated periods, must be included. Under this construc- 
tion the savings deposits in the United States would be augmented by 
$1,169,000,000 made up of time certificates of deposit, or of a grand total 
of savings deposits of $3,306,000,000. 


How the Plan Works Out 


After providing for a reserve of 15 per cent, or $496,000,000, of this 
amount, the bond and mortgage investments required would be 
$1,686,000,000, and the investments in collateral and commercial paper 
might in consequence be $1,124,000,000. 

The bond and mortgage investments of all national, State, stock 
savings banks and loan and trust companies in the United States (not 
including United States bonds to secure circulation and United States de- 
posits) amount to $2,540,463,000, as will be seen by reference to the 
following table: 


United States bonds (excluding those in national banks to 
secure circulation) and United States deposits $ 18,655,000 
403,211,000 
815,366,000 

Public service bonds (including street railway and interurban 
railway bonds) 395,295,000 
Mortgages owned and loans secured by mortgages 907,936,000 


$2,540,463,000 

The foregoing shows an excess in bonds and mortgages over the re- 
quired amount of $459,000,000, not taking into consideration the proportion 
of public service bonds that could properly be regarded as safe investments 
for savings deposits. 

No reinvestment of commercial funds in these securities would be 
necessary. It would simply resolve itself into the formality of setting aside 
a sufficient amount of such mortgage, bond and collateral loan investments, 
which, with the reserve required, would equal the amount of such savings 
deposits. No one could have the temerity to successfully assert that this 
simple procedure would in any way upset business conditions. In other 
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words, would the active commercial depositors in the United States, having 
$7,897,000,000 to their credit, backed by $13,000,000,000 of bank resources, 
cease transacting business with their banks because $3,306,000,000 had been 
set aside to guarantee the payment of.a like amount of savings deposits? 


Plan Has Many Strong Friends 


In conclusion let me say that the opponents of this plan have seen fit to 
criticise some of our metropolitan bankers and others who have encouraged 
the segregation of deposits, charging that they are aiding its adoption under 
the assumption that they would not in any way be affected, and that they 
were posing as public benefactors without any loss or sacrifice whatever. 
In this regard the opponents state that the large reserve city bankers will 
be forced to keep the reserves of savings banks and banks or trust com- 
panies having savings deposits separate from general bank balances due 
country correspondents, and in turn must invest such reserves in certain 
specified securities. The fallacy of this argument need not be entered into. 


No Real Cause For Alarm 


The arguments of those who oppose the segregation of savings deposits 
are evidently intended to convince us that we are encouraging a scheme 
fraught with ruin and disaster, carrying in its wake untold appalling conse- 
quences longer in extent than the tail of Halley’s comet. 

These arguments remind me of the story of the long-whiskered motor- 
man who, in rounding an abrupt curve, encountered a gush of wind which 
caused his whiskers to be blown in his face, whereupon he suddenly stopped 
his car, much to the discomfiture of the passengers. The conductor, in great 
anxiety to know what had happened, ran to the front end of the car and 
there found the motorman in a state of nervous collapse, and, when an 
explanation was demanded of his conduct, declared simply: ‘‘Nothing, 
nothing. The wind blew my whiskers in my face, and I thought I’d struck 
a load of hay.’’ 

So you see, there is yet no real cause of alarm, but that we may still 
‘‘live on to revel in the mist of theory, though our feet never touch the 
ground of practice.”’

ACTION ON THE PART of the state bank 

authorities of Oklahoma for the purpose 
of collecting from the banks which are 
members of the state guarantee of deposits 
system a second assessment is resulting in 
a rapid exodus of institutions from the state 
system. Not less than 50 banks now have 
filed applications for admission to the 
National system. 


There has been a rumor afloat for some 
time among the banks of Oklahoma that 
the state authorities were likely to come 
down with a heavy assessment, and some 
of the institutions thought seriously enough 
of the report to make application to the 
Federal authorities for conversion prior to 
the time when the assessment was actually 
levied. In fact the assessment did not ma- 
terialize until about March 3, when a de- 
mand was made for a sum equal to one per 
cent of the total deposits of all institutions 
in the system. It had been expected to 
make this assessment two per cent of the 
deposits, but the rate was cut on account 
of the possible results of so heavy a de- 
mand. The one per cent, however, seems 
to have been considered an unreasonably 
severe exaction. In the case of one in- 
stitution which had $50,000 capital and 
$500,000 of deposits it amounted to 10 per 
cent of the capital stock. This led a good 
many institutions to file their applications 
for membership in the national system al- 
most immediately. Some six or seven had 
made application and secured the approval 
of the Comptroller of the Currency before 
the assessment and since the third of March 
the applications have been coming in very 
rapidly. 

The National system lost as a result of 
the inauguration of the bank guarantee plan 
some seventy or more banks in Oklahoma. 
A few did not like the state system after 
they had got in and returned to the Na- 
tional system, while a good many institu- 
tions that would in the natural course of 
things have joined the National system did 
not do so because of the superior advantages, 
as they supposed, of belonging to a system 
which had a plan of deposit guarantee. It 
is estimated by some that about 100 banks 
either left the National system or were pre- 
vented from joining it on account. of the 
Oklahoma guarantee plan. It is an interest- 
ing circumstance that of the fifty institu- 
tions which are now seeking recharter nearly 
all were once members of the National 
system. 


The facts seem to be that the banks have 
not gained anything by belonging to the 
Oklahoma system, while they have lost 
heavily through the assessments on them 
for funds. The National banks which re- 
tained their National charters in Oklahoma 
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have maintained their line of deposits, it 
is declared, unexpectedly, and remark- 
ably well. They have been able to hold 
their custom irrespective of the presumed 
protection given to the depositors of state 
banks by the state guarantee system. This 
has latterly tended to promote the organiza- 
tion of banks in the National system in 
Oklahoma, particularly in view of the dis- 
credit that has accrued to the guarantee 
system since various developments of the 
past year or two were better understood. 

It is stated here that no preference will 
be given to banks which have been once in 
the National system and which are apply- 
ing for recharter, while of course no dis- 
credit will attach to them by reason of 
the fact that they have once before left 
the system. They will be treated exactly 
like new applications and the traveling ex- 
aminer will be sent to them in due course 
to make examination of their assets just as 
would be done in the case of any state 
banks which apply for conversion. In due 
time all that are in condition to conform 
to the National Bank act will be restored 
to membership. 


UNUSUAL INTEREST is being taken in 
trading in government bonds, now that 


the new 3 per cent issue is imminent. The 
quotations from now on may be expected 
to reflect more or less accurately from day 
to day the sentiment that is being created 
by the turn in affairs in this branch of ‘the 
market. The question naturally arises as 
to what is to be the result of the new 
issue on the prices for the old 4s, the 2s 
of 1930 and the Panama 2s? The situation 
with reference to the holdings of these 
various issues gives a possible clew to those 
ready to form conclusions at this early 
date. 

There are $118,000,000 4s outstanding, of 
which $26,000,000 are held as security for 
circulation and government deposits, also 
$646,000,000 2s of 1930, of which $607,000,- 
000 are held for the same purpose, and 
$8+.000,000 Panama 2s, $83,000,000 of which 
are owned by the banks and pledged. It 
is apparent, therefore, that $96,000,000 of 
the 4s represent investment holding com- 
pared with $39,000,000 2s of 1930 and only 
a little more than 1,000,000 of the Pan- 
ama 2s. 


There is little probability that the 2s will 
be affected, as their price is so close to par, 
below which they are not likely to go, ex- 
cept under most untoward conditions. Sell- 
ing now under 101 the investment return 
is under 2 per cent. With the increased 
supply of governments through the new 
issue a. substantial advancement in price 
for the 2s may not be expected very early. 
The position of the 4s, however, is some- 
what different. Their market quotation 
is more sensitive to the changes in the 
government bond market. For instance, in 
1902 they sold up to 140, a basis of 1.92 per 
cent then. The Secretary of the Treasury 
bought them at that price. They are now 
at 116. About six months ago they were 
around 114. On a price of 116 the income 
is approximately 2.70 per cent. 


Inasmuch as the new 3s will be available 
for deposits, although not for circulation, 
and there are some $20,000,000 of the old 4s 
held in Washington for the banks, it will be 
interesting to note the attitude of the 
owners of these securities on deposit. If 
there be a strong demand by banks for the 
new bonds and they are obtained close to 
par, manifestly there will be an advantage 
from the standpoint of income, and there 
will be the availability of the bonds for 
deposits at any time. Anticipating such a 
situation it is possible that some holders of 
the 4s will seek to make the change and do 
so at lower prices for their bonds. 


Selling of this character may cause tem- 
porary weakness, but other factors oper- 
ating in the government bond market might 
soon offset this. The fact that the supply 
of bonds available for circulation had be- 
come practically limited to those now avail- 
able for this purpose would soon have its 
effect. All the old 2s and 4s would be mov- 
ing in a market that is constantly expand- 
ing, through the organization of new national 
banks. The floating supply would become 
smaller, gradually exerting a favorable in- 
fluence on prices all around. 


STRICTER banking regulations are pro- 

posed by the Oregon state legislature. 
Oregon has suffered bank failures during 
recent years which call for more rigid super- 
vision and management. Banking interests 
are supporting amendments prohibiting 
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branch banks and limiting the capital of new 
banks to $50,000 within a radius of two 
miles from Portland postoffice. Another pro- 


vision requires directors to make four ex- 
aminations a year of every loan and in- 


vestment, with report from the cashier. 
Two stockholders, not officers, are required 
to go over the books each year twice and 
report their finding to the Superintendent of 
Banking. In order to prevent an undue 
multiplication of small banks, minimum 
eapital is fixed at $15,000, based on popula- 
“tion, with $100,000 in cities of 100,000 
people. A novel feature allows bankers 
thirty days’ notice of withdrawal of sums 
up to $100, sixty days to $500, ninety days 
to $1,000, four months to $3,000 and six 
months to any amount over $3,000. This is 
intended to prevent runs in times of panic. 


WHERE DOES THE MONEY go which man 

has for countless centuries been coining? 
is frequently asked. Since the beginning of 
time man has been filching it from the 
earth and with mould and die transforming 
it into legal tender. 

It seems incredible that the statistician 
speaks by the cards when he tells that during 
the twelve last months the world produced 
upwards of $450,000,000 new gold. Yet in 
that same period the gold holdings of the 
world’s great banking institutions decreased 
about $40,000,000. Most of the changes 
from a year were small, but the Bank of 
France lost $55,000,000, and the Imperial 
Bank of Russia gained $21,000,000. The 
United States Treasury’s balance of un- 
pledged gold increased $8,000,000 and the 
Argentine gold reserve against the currency 
$13,000,000. Yet even this leaves the prob- 
Iem open, where the rest of the world’s 
new gold has been distributed. 

Some enormous quantities of gold have 
been claimed by the ocean, but the de- 
ficiency scarcely seems to be accounted fur 
in that manner. The increase of gold cur- 
rency is probably only commensurate with 
the spread of civilization, and the increase 
in the number of money-using people. 
Where savages once traded in beads and 
shells and wampum, they now do business 
with regular coin; hence the apparent: ab- 
sorption. Still, that the amount of money 
lost is great can be seen from the rarity 
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of coins no older than fifty or seventy-five 
years. 


THE TENTATIVE PLAN for a reformation 

of the national banking system drafted by 
former Senator Aldrich as chairman of the 
monetary commission was approved on the 
whole by the members of the currency com- 
mission of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, in Washington, March 28. The bankers 
will discuss the provisions of the plan at a 
secret meeting with the members of the 
monetary commission to-morrow. 

James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, who is vice-chair- 
man of the association’s currency commis- 
sion, said that whatever objections have 
arisen to the proposed plan are largely of a 
minor nature. Several propositions were 


drafted, which will be presented to the mon- 
etary commission as amendments to the 
proposed plan. 

The information gathered by the dele- 
gation of bankers at the hearing will be 


made the basis of a report to be made to the 
executive council of the association. The 
attitude which the association adopts toward 
the proposed plan will be influential in 
shaping the ultimate form of legislation.

THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

GRADUALLY THE WORK of readjustment, 

left undone by the panic of 1907, is now 
being accomplished. Marked progress has 
been made in bringing down the cost of 
living by the reduction in prices of wheat, 
corn, oats, cotton, dairy products, meat, 
wool and leather and there is now undis- 
puted evidence that land values, which a 
year ago were soaring to unprecedented 
levels, are yielding in some sections although 
still rising in others. This tends to re- 
establish the country on a fundamentally 
sound basis which sooner or later must re- 
sult in a revival of trade and an approach 
to the prosperous conditions, a few years 
ago. 

Money is piling up at the financial centers 
in this country at such a rate that bankers 
both at the interior and in New York are 
having considerable difficulty in finding 
profitable employment for it. The larger 
banks have been participating in the under- 
writings to a considerable extent. Interior 
bankers have become liberal purchasers of 
high-grade bonds and are still buying com- 
m.rcial paper. Doubtless this buying has 
contributed much to the recent strength of 
convertible bond. issues, showing at the 
present price an average return of from 1 
to 1% per cent above the prevailing quota- 
tions for time loans and commercial papers. 

Absorption of bonds by bona fide in- 
vestors, both here and abroad, has reached 
the stage where it looks exceedingly promis- 
ing for the marketing of the greater part 
of the new securities issued during the early 
part of the present year and it now seems 
more probable that the money market will 
be amply able to care for new financing of 


the immediate future. For a time there 
was considerable doubt in the minds of 
conservative bankers as to the ability of 
the investment market to absorb any great 
volume of additional securities aggregating 
close to $400,000,000 so far this year.

But there are still many uncertainties 
overhanging the financial situation which 
must be cleared up. That much of the 
hesitation in the business world is due to 
the delay in the decision in the Standard 
Oil and American Tobacco cases, is now 
accepted as a fact. Early in the year 
promises of an early decision inspired opti- 
mistic speculation in Wall Street. These 
promises, so far, have failed to materialize. 
The effect those decisions will have upon 
the speculative stock market, of course, de- 
pends upon the character of the decision, 
but, unless the Supreme Court fails to point 
a way out of the dilemma in which these 
corporations will find themselves in event of 
adverse decision, it is believed that the 
market at least has discounted pretty well 
any unfavorable development. 

Developments of the next few weeks will 
be closely watched for the reason that there 
are likely to be several significant changes 
in the financial situation during the next 
month. March, which is usually a month 
when business shows if the spring is to 
be active, proved somewhat disappointing. 
It is also the time when the stock market 
normally puts itself in preparation for its 
spring rise. But there has been nothing 
reassuring in the developments during the 
month just closed. The West began to 
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draw money from the East for crop plant- 
ing. This planting process should be well 
under way by the beginning of April. But 
the indications point to a continuation of an 
easy tendency in money. At the present 
time bankers see little in the situation in- 
dicating any marked improvement in money 
rates or in the demand for money and in 
fact many of them do not expect any real 
‘tightening up in money rates until the crop 
moving season of next fall. This is simply 
‘another way the bankers have of saying 
that they expect 1911 to be a quiet year. 
Deposits at such centers as New York and 
Chicago continue to increase and they are 
now at the record level. 

One of the direct results of the un- 
favorable freight rate decision is a con- 
certed effort on the part of the railroad in 
the direction of greater efficiency. This 
effort is to be directed more particularly to- 
ward labor and, while there is every reason 
to believe that there will be a further par- 
ing down of the working force here and 
there. If the assurance of railroad operators 
to bankers are sustained by future develop- 
ments, the employees of the railroads will 


be required to either make greater efforts 
and devote more time to their work or 


accept a reduction in wages. This policy, 
together with a curtailment in operation so 
as to secure greater returns from the car 
mileage, is to be adopted on practically all 
of the Western railroads and doubtless will 
be followed to a large extent on the 
Eastern roads. ’ 
eee 

Bankers as well as railroad men, after a 
eareful study of the situation, over which 
many conferences have been held, are fast 
reaching the conclusion that the adverse 
rate decision in the end will prove a bless- 
ing in disguise for it has furnished the rail- 
roads a way out of an embarrassing di- 
lemma. Had the roads secured the increased 
revenue, they freely admit that the demand 
of labor would have eaten up this additional 
revenue in increased wages. That some of 
the weaker roads and possibly a number of 
the larger systems will adopt a policy of 
rearranging their train schedule so as to 
avoid hauling partially filled cars, is now 
believed to be certain. Such a policy, it is 
believed, will be beneficial both to the public 
and to the investors if greater returns are 
secured at a less cost of operation without 


seriously impairing.the service. It should 
be kept in mind that the immediate reason 
assigned by the railroad for their insistence 
upon an increase in freight rates were the 
advance in wages. Nevertheless the aggre- 
gate advance in wages for forty-one rail- 
roads approximated only about $35,000,000 
a year while the increase which the rail- 
roads demanded in freight rates, is estimated 
would not have to produce more than 
$27,000,000 a year, so that the failure to 
secure this is not so serious a matter as 
many believed at first.

There*is one reassuring feature in the 
present situation and that is the disposi- 
tion on the part of financiers and railroad 
men to take a more favorable view of the 
government regulations and _ supervision. 
The day of object lessons seems to have 
passed and there is less of the revengeful 
attitude and more of a disposition on the 
part of corporate management to adapt 
themselves to conditions than there was a 
few years ago. This tendency increases as 
the courts and government investigators em- 
phasize an attitude of fairness. 

Unquestionably the most important de- 
cision that has been handed down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States this 
year was that sustaining the constitution- 
ality of that section of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill providing that corporations, joint 
stock companies, or associations, organized 
for profit or having a capital stock repre- 
sented by shares, and insurance companies, 
organized vinder the laws of the United 
States or of any state or territory or or- 
ganized under the laws of any foreign com- 
pany and engaged in business in the United 
States, shall be subject to pay a special 
excise tax equivalent to 1 per cent a year 
upon the entire net income over and above 
$5,000. 

It was claimed that this section was un- 
constitutional on the ground that it imposed 
a tax that is unequal and not uniform with 
respect to all classes of citizens and persons, 
whether natural or incorporated, engaged 
in the same general character of business or 
occupation. Justice Day differentiates the 
corporation tax from that which was at- 
tempted to be imposed by the income tax 
law, by pointing out that the latter was 
chargeable upon property, simply because 
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of ownership, while the former is not pay- 
able unless there is a carrying on or doing 
of business of a designated capacity. In 
other words it is a tax upon profitable 
business. 

The court held that there is a substantial 
difference between the carrying on of busi- 
ness by the corporations taxed and the same 
business when conducted by a private firm 
or individual. In other words the thing taxed 
is not the mere dealing in merchandise but 
the privileges which exist in conducting 
business with the advantages which inhere 
in the corporate capacity of those taxed 
and which are not enjoyed by private firms. 
Among these advantages are the continuity 
of the business when interrupted by dissolu- 
tion, the easy transfer of property interest 
and the general absence of individual lia- 
bility which do not exist in private partner- 
ships. 

But there is still another advantage 
gained through this decision of the Supreme 
Court that should not be overlooked. It is 


the opening wedge toward compulsion of a 
rational, comprehensive and accurate state- 
ment by corporations of their business, to- 
gether with a reasonable amount of informa- 


tion as to their assets, character of their 
assets and income. It is not doubted by 
those who have watched the development 
of this feature of the Payne-Aldrich bill, 
that this was the real purpose of section 
38 rather than the income to be derived 
therefrom. In most instances the corpora- 
tions most affected are those whose stocks, 
bonds and other securities are offered to 
and owned by the public. While the New 
York Stock Exchange requires a fairly com- 
plete statement covering these features of 
the corporation whose stocks are listed and 
traded in on the exchange yet there is a 
woeful absence of the accurate information 
relative to thousands of corporations which 
have absorbed and are doing business upon 
money furnished by investors. 

Whether this is the way to get at this 
matter or not is a question. A requirement 
that a public statement giving the financial 
position of the corporation, stating definitely 
the character of the assets and dividing 
the quick from the slow assets, be made 
under oath by the executive officers of the 
corporations and approved or disapproved 
by each individual director, making a false 
statement punishable as perjury, might be 


more effective. Especially would this be 
true if each state would adopt such a law 
and require such a statement under oath to 
be sent to each stockholder and filed for 
record in the county of its principal office. 

But the difficulty of this method is a 
question of ability of the federal govern- 
ment to require such publicity, and it would 
be next to impossible to get the states to 
adopt a uniform law of that kind. Much 
of our trouble as a result of corporation 
management and mismanagement comes, not 
so much from the lack of regulation as it 
does from the lack of publicity, and by pub- 
licity is not meant the revealing to the 
public features of business peculiarly ap- 
plicable to that line of business but a gen- 
eral and comprehensive statement of the 
corporation basis of credit. Had such a 
statement been required in Illinois, the 
Booth crash of a few years would not have 
taken place and the same may be said of 
numerous instances where stockholders and 
banks have suffered through the absence of 
definite knowledge concerning the manage- 
ment of the corporation or through mis- 
statements. If the corporation tax law ac- 
complishes nothing else than to pave the 
way for a uniform method of publicity not 
unlike that required of the railroads by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission a great 
stride has been made toward placing the 
securities of our corporations upon a safe 
basis for investment of the savings of the 
country. 

By thus popularizing our corporate securi- 
ties, the ownership is scattered and the dis- 
position to harass the corporations them- 
selves with unreasonable and unnecessarily 
harsh regulations will grow less. For a 
time the Interstate Commerce Commission 
act was looked upon as inimical to the 
railroads but at the present time it is held 
in a far different light. Publicity is a 
greater safeguard than regulation. Is it not 
likely therefore that the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the corporation tax matter 
is really the breaking of the ice and open- 
ing the way to a situation, in which cor- 
porations will be molested less because their 
affairs are conducted more in the interest 
of the stockholders and of the public and 
less of the interest of inside cliques? 

The decision of the Supreme Court has re- 
moved one of the uncertainties, which have 
been hanging over the business and financial 
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situation but the Standard Oil and American 
Tobacco cases are still to be heard from. 
Financial and speculative interest have for 
weeks been expecting early decisions in these 
cases but it is doubtful if such a decision 
should be expected soon, for the testimony 
in those cases alone covers 22,000 pages, a 
fair amount of reading for an ordinary in- 
dividual for some months to come. If each 
Justice read 100 pages a day it would re- 
quire 220 days to reach a conclusion before 
preparing a decision. That would bring the 
matter up to October at least. Yet these 
cases were argued before and it may be 
possible that a decision may be handed down 
earlier.

Considerable satisfaction is found in the 
favorable action of Congress on what is 
known as the MacVeagh bond bill which 
enables the Secretary of the Treasury to 
dispose of a large issue of Panama bonds, 
which are not available as securities for 
bank circulation. The importance of this 


feature cannot be too greatly emphasized 
for the reason that there is absolutely no 
connection between the requirements of the 
country for revenue to pay for the con- 


struction of the Panama Canal and the need 
of the country for an additional circulating 
medium. 

Most authorities agree that the money 
supply of the world has increased too 
yapidly during the last decade. The world- 
wide rise in the price of commodities, though 
due to a variety of causes in particular in- 
stances, no doubt has been influenced to a 
large extent by the vast increase of gold 
and in this country by the enormous in- 
flation of our national bank circulation. 
Since 1896 our stock of gold has increased 
enormously. During that same period we 
have added $500,000,000 of National Bank 
notes to our circulation. In other words 
our percapita money has increased from $21 
to $35 or about 60 per cent. As cheap money 
encourages speculation and higher prices, 
therefore it will be seen that the passage of 
the so-called MacVeagh bond bill has been 
a step in the direction of curtailing a further 
inflation of the currency and commodity 
prices.

Foreign trade statistics for February 
make a remarkable exhibit, the export bal- 
ance reaching $54,230,183 against $5,559,950 
a year ago, making the total for the month, 


$175,996,467 or more than $8,000,000 
greater than was returned in February, 
1908, when the previous high reeord was es- 
tablished and when outgoing ships were 
laden with merchandise, forced out of this 
country by the panic conditions within it. 

For eight months our exports were 
$87,000,000 greater than the highest pre- 
vious record for that period, which was also 
established at the end of February in 1908. 
The excess of exports for the eight months 
of the fiscal year is $418,145,153, or $230,- 
212,000 of 123 per cent greater than a year 
ago. These figures reasonably may be 
accepted as an explanation of the statement 
that we are lending rather heavily in Europe 
at the present time. While an attempt has 
been made to throw some doubt upon the 
accuracy of our exports and of the exhibit 
of the statistical bureau of the Department 
of Commerce, yet it is doubtful if this is 
justified by the facts. 

There has been heavy liquidation in farm 
product prices, especially in cereals and flour 
and meat products, that is gratifying, es- 
pecially as an aid in the building up of 
this country’s credit abroad. In February 
we shipped two and a half times as much 
as was exported in the same month a year 
ago. Yet for eight months wheat, flour, 
meat and dairy products showed decreases 
in exports that indicate very clearly that 
we have lost much ground in our hold upon 
the foreign markets for our surplus food 
products. Nevertheless cotton has more 
than made up these delinquencies. The ex- 
port of that product aggregates $153,000,000 
greater than the preceding year. With the 
tendency of our cereal prices to fall to the 
international level, the country may regain 
a part of its foreign market. 


AN EASTERN FINANCIAL writer points 

out that the main business of the banker is— 
or should be—to supply capital for the carry- 
ing on of business. Last year, thanks to 
the co-operation of our bankers, new secu- 
rities to a total of fully $1,500,000,000 were 
sold, bringing the grand total for the four 
years 1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910 up to the 
colossal figure of $6,000,000,000. Since the 
new year opened the stream of new issues 
far from receding has risen in volume, Jan- 
uary having contributed at the abnormal 
rate of $3,000,000,000 per annum. Can in- 
vestors continue to absorb offerings in such 
quantity ? 





NEED OF UNIFORMITY IN EXCHANGE BILLS 


No All-Embracing Agreement Resulting from the Hague Convention is Yet Possible 
—Radical Differences Between Present Rules and Those Proposed 
—British and Colonial Entanglements 


[FROM THE LONDON ECONOMIST] 


We have often good reason to complain 
of the dilatory issue of Government reports, 
but in this matter officials in the United 
States can sometimes move more slowly 
than our own. Our Blue Book dealing with 
the Hague Conference on bills of exchange, 
held last summer,-was published some three 
months later, in October; the American re- 
port of these proceedings has only just ap- 
peared. On this important subject, the 
unification of the laws relating to bills of 
exchange, the American Government assumed 
the same attitude as our own. We find 
their position summarized in a statement 
made by the American delegate at the con- 
ference: “There is great reluctance in 
America to undo the long and arduous work 
which has brought about uniformity in 
thirty-five American states, four territories 
and in Great Britain and her dependencies. 
The scope and policy of American laws 
differ in some respects from the systems of 
the countries of the Continent. We have 
no code of commerce distinct from the com- 
mon law, we recognize no distinction be- 
tween merchants and others who draw bills 
or sign notes, and we have no separate 
tribunals for dealing with commercial cases. 
Under these conditions our difficulties would 
be greater, if we should undertake to adopt 
a uniform law, than in countries where a 
long succession of laws and usages are based 
upon the existence of a special commercial 
code.”

But a better German system arose, and 
since that time many Continental countries 
have taken it, with small national varia- 
tions, as their model. Consequently we now 


have, besides the almost obsolete French 
system, the Anglo-American and the Ger- 
man, both strongly rooted in the commercial 
life of the countries where they are in 
force, and in addition a number of subsidiary 
codes drawn up after the German pattern. 
Many of the rules in these two systems 
differ widely from each other, and within 
the German system are a number of minor 
variations. All this adds to the complexity 
of the naturally difficult business of foreign 
bills, and any approximation toward unity 
is highly desirable. The advantages, in 
theory, of a common code for bills of ex- 
change are obvious. Another breach would 
be made in the barrier that habits and 
prejudices have raised between nations, and 
all the benefits of freer trade would result 
from the abolition of these unfortunate legal 
differences. For Great Britain, already all- 
important as a financial center, the gain 
would be particularly great. “A uniform 
bill of exchange,” says Dr. Meyer, the 
well known German expert on this sub- 
ject, “would make London the clearing house 
of the world.” But is it not so already?

Against these advantages our Govern- 
ment, in its instructions to the delegates 
at the Hague Conference, set the confusion 
between our own and Colonial law that 
would result from any change, and, in ad- 
dition, the difficulty of adapting new prin- 
ciples to British law, where, unlike the 
Continental systems, the merchant comes 
under the common law of the country, and 
has no separate rules or separate tribunals. 
There is weight in both these objections. 
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The present Anglo-American rules cover a 
population of some 120,000,000, and there 
would be difficulty in securing identical 
legislation from all our Colonial govern- 
ments and from the separate American 
states. But such an argument applies with 
equal force against any amendment of exist- 
ing rules, however antiquated they may be- 
come. Besides, from the attitude of the 
Colonies and of the United States it is very 
certain that they would follow us eventually 
in any changes we may make. Proposed 
changes in the laws regulating bills of ex- 
change would form a very profitable topic 
for the approaching Imperial Conference. 
As to the difficulty of adapting new rules 
to our present legal system, commercial in- 
terests in this country would have seen to 
it that a way was found out of this tech- 
nical dilemma if the suggested code had 
offered any decided advantage over the exist- 
ing rules. Clearly these objections are not 
more than a cloak for the more fundamental 
difficulties preventing an acceptance of the 
unified law. 

But some proposals in the unified code 
are repugnant to existing Anglo-American 
practice, and in most instances the best 
legad and commercial opinion in this coun- 
try is strongly in favor of retaining our 
own rules. If these proposals were modi- 
fied there might be some prospect of agree- 
ment, but it is almost too much to hope 
now that the Continent will be brought 
around to the Anglo-American view. In 
many respects the unified code drawn up 
last summer, although based on the Ger- 
man law, approaches more nearly to the 
Anglo-American system than any previous 
Continental laws. There remain, neverthe- 
less, some fundamental points of difference 
on which agreement seems impossible. To 
take one of these points, the holder of a bill, 
under the proposed law, is merely required 
to satisfy himself that the chain of endorse- 
ments is unbroken. If he takes the bill 
in good faith he thereby acquires a good 
title, even though one or more of the en- 
dorsements have been forged.

When a bill has been lost the actual 
holder is not obliged to deliver it up, and 
he may demand payment, although the loser 
of the bill may have notified the drawee 
of its disappearance. 


That is, the proposed 


rule throws the burden of loss upon the 
loser of the bill on the ground apparently 
of negligence. Under the English law the 
holder of a bill with a forged endorsement 
acquires no title; an acceptor who pays the 
amount of the bill to its actual holder re- 
mains liable to its true owner, although he 
may .recover the amount paid from the 
person to whom the payment was made. 
The British rule, it is true, is very often 
harsh and unjust in its operations. But the 
Continental doctrine is so lax that legal 
opinion in this country refuses to counte- 
nance the proposed amendation, and the 
bankers, although they naturally enough de- 
sire some change in the present rule, are 
quite as strongly opposed to the Continental 
practice. Again, the draft code and the 
English law differ radically as regards notice 
of dishonor. The unified law demands that 
notice be given both to the immediate en- 
dorser and to the drawer; the English rule 
requires notice to the immediate endorser 
only. There are equally striking differences 
as to the time within which notice of dis- 
honor is to be given and the method of giv- 
ing it. Further, under the code, if due notice 
is not given, the drawer and endorsers are 
not discharged, but, if prejudiced by the 
omission, they may bring on action against 
the holder. When due notice has not been 
given, the holder is deprived by English law 
both of aright of recourse on the bill and 
of a right of action on the consideration for 
the bill. The English law is perhaps too 
severe, but the Continental proposals are, 
again, too lax to meet with acceptance in 
this country. In the case of vis major most 
states showed a desire to approximate to- 
wards the English doctrine, but they would 
not go far enough to satisfy the demands of 
Anglo-American practice. Under our law, 
if the holder is prevented from presenting 
a bill or giving notice of dishonor by acci- 
dents, personal or general, the delay is ex- 
cused. According to the proposed draft the 
duty of presentation or notification is abso- 
lute, and the plea of delay is only to be 
allgwed when some insurmountable obstacle 
presents itself at the place where the bill is 
to be paid. It must, of course, be remem- 
bered that failure to perform these duties 
entails much more serious consequences here 
in England than on the Continent, but as the 
English rule enforcing them is not likely to 











be altered, neither will this modification of 
the doctrine of vis major be accepted. 

Enough has been said to show that very 
radical differences exist between our pres- 
ent rules and those proposed by the draft 
code. In the face of such divergencies it 
is quite clear that no all-embracing agree- 
ment is as yet possible. But this does not 
mean that the presence of the English and 
American delegates at the conference was 
useless. The decisions of such a congress 
are of far-reaching importance to both 
countries. The substitution of one code for 
the thirty-odd foreign systems at present 
in existence would greatly simplify the 
business of dealing in foreign bills, intricate 
as it is bound to be in any case. In Eng- 
land it has become increasingly necessary 
to understand foreign rules for bills of ex- 
change, as it was decided some years ago 
that the transfer of negotiable instru- 
ments is subject to the law of the country 
in which the transfer was effected. (Em- 
bricos v. Anglo-Austrian Bank [1905] 1 K. 
B., 667 C. A.) One of the results of this 
decision is that a holder of a bill on the 
Continent, if he has acquired a good title, 
is recognized in England, as, of course, is 
the title of every holder who derives his 
title from him, even though the bill is held 
under a forged endorsement. Obviously, it 
would be very much to our advantage if a 
unification of Continental law could be 
brought about, and everything possible 
should be done by us to assist it. But 
there is a stronger reason demanding our 
co-operation at future conferences. The sug- 
gested code is nearer to Anglo-American 
law than any other Continental system, and 
there are signs that, if we are willing to 
make concessions, the unified law might be 
brought at the next conference still nearer 
to our own. And it is possible for us to 
make concessions. All are agreed that in 
various details our Bill of Exchange Act is 
antiquated and awkward. Among these may 
be mentioned the rule as to days of grace 
and the regulation for the payment of bills 
falling due on non-business days.

Quite apart from the assimilation of our 
practice to the proposed code, it is important 
that the law on these and other small points, 
especially puzzling to foreign holders of 
English bills, should be amended. Then,

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again, there are cases where our practice 
differs from the draft code in unimportant 
points. In some, either rule seems equally 
good, in others, perhaps, the Continental 
proposals are better. On these points, so 
long as no great inconvenience is caused 
to dealers in foreign bills, we might give 
way to Continental opinion, if in return we 
could obtain concessions on those more fun- 
damental questions we have already men- 
tioned. Last year the British and American 
delegates—and our Government. could not 
have been more ably represented—attended 
the conference in a non-possumus attitude; 
though willing to hear and discuss the sug- 
gestions of other delegates they were for- 
bidden by their instructions to co-operate in 
any general scheme. As this was so, it is 
surprising that the proposed code accepted 
so many of the Anglo-American rules. The 
conference is to meet again in September.

Some interesting history in New York 
banking centers around the Phenix and 
Chatham National Banks which were re- 
cently merged into an institution bearing 
their names jointly. In the merger it will 
be recalled that Finis E. Marshall, President 
of the Phenix, retired and Louis Kaufman 
formerly at the head of the Chatham Na- 
tional became President of the Chatham & 
Phenix National. The capital of the in- 
stitution as it now stands is $2,098,756, 
while the deposits aggregate $17,453,824. 
The cashier of the consolidated bank is 
Bert M. Haskins formerly of the Phenix 
while the Phenix’s interests have a majority 
of the board of directors. Around these two 
banks center some of the most interesting 
financial history of old New York. The 
Phenix bank was organized in 1812 when 
the business center of New York scarcely 
extended north of Wall Street. Upon its 
board of directors have sat the merchant 
princes of the old city, among them the 
Grinnells and Minturns. It had an unin- 
terrupted career for ninety-nine years until 
the silent procession of clerks and workers a 
few weeks ago passed the point where stood 
a church once occupied, it is said, as a riding 
school for British soldiers of the Revolution, 
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past the house in Nassau Street where Aaron 
Burr once lived and had his office, and 
turned the corner near the old Dutch Church 
in John Street and so to Broadway deposit- 
ing its assets with those of the Chatham 
National. It withstood all the panics of 
a century. It is said that the first bank- 
ing interest acquired in this country by the 
father of J. P. Morgan was in the Phenix 
Bank. When the institution was changed 
from a state to a national bank upon the 
passage of the national banking act of 1864, 
J. Pierpont Morgan was one of the incor- 
porators. 


In the diary of Philip Hone, Mayor of 
New York, he records that on May 26, 
1848, he dined with the directors of the 
Phenix Bank at the mansion of Moses H. 
Grinnell in Fourteenth Street, with Wash- 
ington Irving as another guest. They had 
all the delicacies of the season, the diary 
says, and “wine such as Hebe ne’er poured 
out for the gods made every man wish his 
neck was a mile long.” 


The Chatham National Bank is 61 years 
old. It also passed unscathed through the 
panics of 1857 and 1873 and all that have 
taken place since. It was formed at a 
time when the people of New York still 
cared to perpetuate the memory of the great 
friend of the American colonies in the 
British Parliament during the Revolution. 
One of the directors recently pointed out 
as an evidence of its long prosperity that 
the bank’s last dividend was numbered 161. 


The New York Chamber of Commerce 
adopted the report of its delegates to the 
National Monetary Conference held in Wash- 
ington in January under the auspices of 
the Board of Trade. The report advocates 
a central bank organization and while it 
does not specifically endorse the plan sug- 
gested by Senator Aldrich it states that 
his proposition is in harmony in general 
principles and in essentials with its own.

At a meeting of Chicago advertising men 
recently, J. R. Summerville, a New York 
advertising man delivered an address in 
which he stated that the banks were the 


slowest of any American institution to 
awaken to the real value of advertising t¢ 
create business. 


“All banks,” said Mr. Summerville, “ad- 
vertise to a more or less extent but few of 
them receive full value from the money they 
expend. A bank will spend hundreds of dol- 
lars each year on advertising space and then 
fill the space with a mere eard, the name of 
the bank, and a list of directors. By this 
method of advertising they do not receive 
full value of their money. If the same space 
was filled with good financial copy, the 
banks would soon find that advertising is 
not an expense but an investment that will 
yield better returns than probably any 
banking investment they can make. It is 
noticed for the last Treasury reports, that 
the banks which have advertised judiciously 
show the largest gain in deposits. News- 
paper advertising is the best medium a sav- 
ings bank or trust company can use to in- 
crease savings deposits. 

“Regarding advertising in financial jour- 
nals,’ Mr. Summeville said, “the banks 
do not realize the value of the financial 
journals in advertising. A bank may im- 
crease its outside business wonderfully by 
using space in the financial journals. This 
fact has been demonstrated many times. It 
is noticeable that the banks which do the 
largest outside business are consistent ad- 
vertisers in the financial journals.

The South Dakota legislature defeated 
a bill providing for the guarantee of bank 
deposits. 

Hunsdon Cary has retired as receiver of 
the Continental Savings Bank at Memphis, 
Tenn., and Rhea P. Cary has been named 
as his successor. 

The resources of the Marine National 
Bank of Buffalo have passed the thirty- 
million-dollar mark in the new statement 
submitted to the Comptroller. 


Frank Bigelow, former president of the 
First National Bank of Milwaukee, was re- 
cently paroled from the Leavenworth prison 
and has returned to Milwaukee. 


The agreement under which the United 
Empire Bank of Canada, (Toronto) was 
taken over by the Union Bank ®of Canada 
(Quebec) has been ratified by both insti- 
tutions. 


E. B. Cockrel formerly Vice-president of 
the Central Reserve Bank of Oklahoma City 
is to be President of the Continental Trust 
Company of that city now in process of 
organization. 


R. J. Waters, president of the Citizens 
National Bank of Los Angeles, Cal., has 
become president of the Broadway Bank & 
Trust Company controlled by interests which 
represent the Citizens National. 


It is stated that the Corn Exchange Bank 
of New York is planning to change to the 
Federal System and become a national 


bank in event of the adoption of the 
Aldrich Currency plan. 


The directors of the National Union Bank 
of Maryland at Baltimore have declined to 
entertain an offer of $150 a share for the 
stock of their institution, recently made by 
the banking firm of Poe & Davis. 


Another dividend of 5 percent has just 
been declared in favor of the Creditors of 
the Farmers and Drovers National Bank of 
Waynesburg, Pa., bringing the total up to 
55 percent. The bank failed Dec. 12, 1906. 


Joseph A. Flynn has been elected to suc- 
ceed D. G. Boissevain as a director of the 
Coal & Iron National Bank of New York 


city. Mr. Flynn is Vice-President of the 
Fidelity & Deposit Company of Maryland 
at Baltimore. 


Charles D. Hilles will succeed Charles D. 
Norton as Secretary to President Taft. 
Mr. Norton retires to become Viee-Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of New 
York City and will take up the duties of 
that office on April 5. 

L. J. Pentecost for some time vice-presi- 
dent of the Pacific National Bank of Ta- 
coma, Wash., succeeded the late Robert L. 
McCormick as president and Geo. 8. Long 
of the Weyerhaeuser Timber Company was 
elected vice-president. 


The Houston National Bank of Houston, 
Texas, has added two officers to its staff, 
M. M. Graves, becoming second vice-presi- 
dent and Walter B. Hilliard, assistant cash- 
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ier. Mr. Hilliard was for several years con- 
nected with the South Texas National. 

The National Bank of Baltimore has ab- 
sorbed the Commercial & Farmers National 
Bank, which has added about $1,500,000 to 
the deposits of the former institution. 


T. N. Campbell formerly governor of 
Texas was one of the principals in the or- 
ganization of the Guaranty State Bank of 
Palestine, Tex. P. W. Ezell is President 
and Mr. Campbell a director. The bank will 
operate under the Guaranty fund plan. 


The last statement of the National Bank 
of West Virginia at Wheeling, shows total 
resources Of $3,393,000 and deposits of 
nearly two and one half millions. This 
strong bank has been showing marked prog- 
ress under the cashiership of Mr. Baird 
Mitchell. 


An emergency assessment of 1 percent 
was levied against the deposits of the Ok- 
lahoma state banks by the Banking Board 
on March 3. Governor Lee Cruce is quoted 
as stating that the object of the assessment 
“is to place the State guaranty fund on a 
solid, substantial basis.” 


The old Nassau Bank of New York City 
which became a national bank and is now 
known as the National Nassau Bank, was 
organized as a state institution in 1852, 
was one of the charter members of the 
New York Clearing House and one of the 
old down-town commercial banks. 


The Central Reserve Bank of Oklahoma 
City has been absorbed by the Oklahoma 
City National and H. W. Williams will con- 
tinue as the president of the consolidated 
bank, with A. M. Young, formerly State 
Bank Commissioner and President of the 
Central Reserve Bank as Vice-President. 


Before the adjournment of Congress the 
following were named as new members of 
the National Monetary Commission to fill 
vacancies: Representatives James McLach- 
lan of California and George W. Prince of 
Illinois, Senators Frank P. Flint of Cali- 
fornia and James P. Taliaferro of Florida. 
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The Phoenix National Bank and the 
Third National Bank of Lexington, Ky., 
have consolidated under the name of the 
Phoenix and Third National Bank with 
Younger Alexander as chairman of the Board 
and J. Waller Rodes as president of the 
Bank. Mr. Alexander was formerly presi- 
dent of the Third and Mr. Rodes of the 
Phoenix. 

Reminiscences and incidents connected 
with the panic of 1907 were recounted by 
Wm. E. Nash, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the Corn Exchange Bank at New 
York at a dinner tendered in his honor at 
the Metropolitan Club, N. Y., by Walter E. 
Frew now President of the Bank. 


The First National of Milwaukee through 
its stockholders has been authorized to in- 
crease its capital to $2,500,000 and has 
added to its directorate seven members rep- 
resenting interests in the Milwaukee Trust 
and Fidelity Trust Companies, the stock of 
which has been acquired by a syndicate act- 
ing in the behalf of the National. The con- 
solidated state institutions will be known 
as the First Savings Trust Company. 


The Calcasieu National Bank and the Cal- 
casieu Trust and Savings Bank of Lake 
Charles, La., have issued a unique booklet 
bound in corn paper descriptive of their 
new banking home. One feature of this 
little booklet is eighteen questions and 
answers relative to methods of doing busi- 
ness with banks.

The First National Bank and First Trust 
and Savings Bank of Chicago made a new 
record in the last two months and President 
James B. Forgan modestly calls attention 
in a circular to the fact that the combined 
banks for March 7 showed deposits of $168,- 
155,563 while the total resources of the two 
institutions reached almost the $200,000,- 
000 mark. 

The Commercial National Bank of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., has issued a folder in which it 
calls especial attention to the fact that its 
capital and surplus now approximates $810,- 
000. It also emphasizes the high percent- 
age of liquid assets and to the additional 
fact that 3% percent interest is paid on 
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deposits subject to check if not frequently 
disturbed. 

Courtland G. Hemingway has been made 
assistant Cashier of the National Newark 
Banking Company of Newark, N. J., to suc- 
ceed Walter M.’ Van Deusen, who has be- 
come Cashier in place of the late Henry 
W. Tunis. Mr. Hemingway has been con- 
nected with the bank for twenty years, 
and during the last few years had served 
as paying teller. 

George S. Brooks has sold a large part 
of his holdings in the Fidelity National of 
Spokane, to Thomas H. Brewer. Mr. Brooks 
has been president of the bank for nearly 
30 years. Mr. Brewer becomes president 
and Mr. Brooks remains with the Bank as 
chairman of the Board. Mr. Brewer re- 
tires as Vice-president and director of the 
Exchange National of Spokane. 


A unique folder has been issued by the 
Old National Bank of Spokane, showing in 
delicate tints an illuminated picture of its 
beautiful new home. The novel feature 
of the folder is the presentation of a par- 
tial list of its stockholders, headed by 
Frederick Weyerhaeuser, the St. Paul lum- 
ber king, and Louis W. Hill, President of 
the Great Northern Railroad. The bank un- 
der President D. W. Twohy, Vice-president 
T. J. Humbird and Cashier W. D. Vincent 
has been making great strides as a financial 
institution of the Northwest. 


The First National Bank of Philadelphia, 
the first bank to be chartered under the 
National Bank Act and consequently hold- 
ing charter number one, shows deposits of 
over $25,000,000. About a year ago the 
First took over the business of the Mer- 
chants National of Philadelphia and the ac- 
tive officers of the bank to whom much 
of the credit is due for its consistent growth 
are: J. Tatnall Lea, President, William A. 
Law and Kenton Warne, Vice-Presidents; 
Thomas W. Andrew, Cashier, C. H. James 
and F. B. Snyder, Asst. Cashiers. 

Justice Swayze of the New Jersey Su- 
preme Court has handed down a decision in 
the suit of the City of Newark against Henry 
W. Tunis, holding that shares of national 


bank stock should be assessed at their ex- 
change, or market value, and not their book 
or liquidation value. The purpose of the Tax 
Act of 1903, as pointed out by Justice 
Swayze, is to tax property its true value. 
The City of Newark contended that the true 
value of national bank shares was their 


actual sale of value, and the assessments 
were made on that basis. 
the Supreme Court upholds.

The report of the Deutsche Bank of Ger- 
many for the fiscal year 1910, presented at 
the annual meeting of its ‘ stockholders, 
showed a total turnover for that year of 
$26,666,666,667, an increase of $2,433,188,- 
843 in the volume of business over the 
previous year. The net profits for the year 
have been charged with $762,000 for re- 
duction of the bank premises, $479,000 for 
increase of reserves, and, after providing 
for dividends of 12% percent, the same 
rate of payment of the previous year, 
$479,000 has been carried forward to the 
credit of the profit and loss account. 


The capital stock of the Fort Dearborn 
National Bank of Chicago will be increased 
on May 5 from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 
The growth of this bank in the last two 
years, during which its deposits have in- 
creased from eleven and one half to twen- 
ty-one and one half million dollars, is most 
satisfactory to the present management 
which consists of William A. Tilden, Presi- 
dent, N. N. Lampert and J. Fletcher Far- 
rell, Vice-Presidents, Henry R. Kent, Cash- 
ier, and George H. Arlson, Charles Fernold 
and Thomas E. Newcomer, Assistant Cash- 
iers, 

The March statement of the National 
Commercial Bank of Albany, New York, 
shows an increase of over three million in 
its deposits over those of the January call. 
The total resources of this bank are now 
about twenty-six and one half million dol- 
lars and it is carrying on its books about 
fourteen and one half million in deposits of 
banks. The continued growth of this bank 
is chiefly due to the active and efficient 
effort of its officers: Robert C. Pruyn, Pres- 
ident, James H. Perkins, Vice-President, Ed- 
ward J. Hussey, Cashier, and Walter W. 
Batchelder, Assistant Cashier. 
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The last statement of the American Ex- 
change National Bank of New York shows 
the remarkable increase in deposits of eight 
and one half million dollars between calls, 
these figures now standing at $52,500,000. 
This old bank has been showing marked 
growth during the past year and it is a 
source of gratification to the officers. L. L. 
Clarke who succeeded his father (deceased) 
to the presidency about a year ago, W. H. 
Bennett, Vice-President and Cashier, and 
G. C. Haigh, Assistant Cashier, who has 
charge of the Publicity, have been impor- 
tant factors in bringing about this increase. 


J. J. Kennedy has been elected a Vice- 
President of the Century Bank of New York 
city to succeed Henry Dimse, who became 
associated with the Greenwich Bank as 
Vice-President in February. Cashier C. 8S. 
Mitchell of the Century has also been elected 
to a vice-presidency in that institution, his 
new title being Vice-President and Cashier. 
Other changes in the Century are the elec- 
tion to its board of Joseph S. House, Cash- 
ier of the Mechanics & Metals National 
Bank, and Robert P. Zobel, President of the 
Brunswick Realty Company. They take the 
places of Leroy W. Baldwin and Mr. Dimse. 
The election of Mr. House is said to fol- 
low the acquisition of some of the Century 
stoek by interests friendly to the Mechanies 
& Metals National Bank. 


BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION NEWS 


The Virginia Bankers’ Association will 
hold its annual convention at Hot Springs, 
June 15, 16, and 17. 


The council of administration of the Ohio 
Bankers’ Association has decided to hold its 
convention this year at Cedar Point on July 
5, 6 and 7. 


Andrew P. Roberts of the First National 
Bank of St. Paul has been appointed a 
deputy examiner by the Superintendent of 
the Bank of Minnesota. 


G. Foster Smith, cashier of the National 
Nassau Bank has been elected chairman of 
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Group VII of the New York Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, Edgar McDonald, president of the 
National Nassau, having retired from the 
office because of the press of business. 


The Minnesota Bankers’ Association is 
said to favor a change in the state law 
governing savings banks so as to permit 
them to do more of a commercial business. 
Under the present law savings banks are 
forbidden to have capital stock or to have 
directors with financial interest in them. 
The effect of this law has been to restrict 
the number of savings banks to ten, four 
of them being in Minneapolis, three in St. 
Paul, one in Mankato, one in Red Wing, 
and one in Winona. Iowa permits its sav- 
ings banks to do a commercial as well as 
savings business and there are nearly 600 
savings banks in that state. 


The Missouri and Kansas bankers’ asso- 
ciations will hold their annual conventions 
on May 24 and 25, the former in Kansas 
City, Mo., and the latter in Kansas City, 
Kan., a joint meeting being arranged for 
the evening of May 24th. Each association 
will hold individual sessions on the morning 
of the 24th and on the morning and after- 
noon of the 25th, the afternoon of the 24th 
being reserved for the freedom of delegates 
and visitors, giving them an opportunity to 
do as they please. On the evening of the 
25th the Kansas City, Mo., Clearing House 
Association will entertain both associations. 

The program for the joint meeting on the 
25th includes the following addresses: 

“Kansas from the viewpoint of a Mis- 
sourian,” by David R. Francis, vice-president 
Merchants-Laclede National Bank, St. Louis, 
Mo.; ex-governor of Missouri. “Missouri 
from the viewpoint of a Kansan,” by W. J. 
Bailey, vice-president Exchange National 
Bank, Atchison, Kansas; ex-governor of 
tion,” by F. O. Wat s, president of the Am- 
erican Bankers’ Association, and an address 
Bankers’ Association, Nash., and an address 
(subject not yet announced) by Hon. Frank- 
lin MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury.
